toward the Finals on Sunday afternoon. 


Darkrai and Mewtwo dominated the win- 


ning decks, and the U.S. seemed poised 
to dominate the finale, as each division 


saw Americans in the final matches. Nine- 


year-old lan Robb fought hard, but in the 
end, Shuto Itagaki of Japan took two out 
of three battles to become the World 
Champion in the Junior Division. In the 
Senior Division, Canadian Chase Moloney 


swept Colter Decker of Portland, Oregon. 


And in a tension-filled Masters Division 
match that saw time called in the third 
and final battle, |gor Costa—the first World 
Champion from Portugal— pulled out the 
victory over American Harrison Leven in 
a decisive game-changing play at the last 
possible moment. 


In the end, the 2012 World Champion- 


ships in Hawaii were, indeed, a celebration 
of players from all over the globe. Cheers 
rang out for a host of different countries 


as their players advanced in the standings. 


Supporters waved flags from the ballroom 


audience seats to encourage competitors. 


And when the finalists and champions took 
the stage at the end of it all, their trophies 


held high in triumph, the Pokémon Trading 
Card Game World Championships were 
truly about the whole world... 
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With each victory, the best Pokémon TCG players in the world got closer to the title that brought them to Kona, Hawaii, for the 
Main Event. Each victory showed what incredible competitors they were. 


On Sunday, August 12", the 24 best Pokémon TCG players, eight in each age division, faced off against one another in the Grand 
Ballroom before an expectant and loyal crowd. As the day progressed, eight became four; then four became two. And two finally 
became one: a Pokémon TCG World Champion. 


In each of the three Division brackets are the two sets of pairings (four players on the far left and four on the far right) that led to 
the Championship match (in the middle of each bracket).
